A HOLIDAY FROM VIOLENCE 

ENGLEWOOD HAD NO SHOOTINGS OVER THE FOURTH OF JULY WEEKEND

Residents in the Englewood police district 
celebrated the Fourth of July weekend like 
most in Chicago. 

Some had barbecues. They listened to mu- 
sic. Children rode their bicycles up and down 
their South Side blocks and played basketball 
in the middle of the street. 

But what stood out was this: Not a single 
person was shot there during the long holiday 
weekend, a rare feat for an area long known 
for its rampant and stubborn gun violence. 

During last year’s July Fourth weekend, the 
police district— which covers the Englewood 
and West Englewood neighborhoods— was 
one of the most violent of all 22 districts, with 
at least 10 people shot. Three of them died. 

This year, according to Chicago police of- 
ficials, the district experienced no shootings 


during a period from Thursday afternoon 
through early Monday in which the rest of 
Chicago saw at least 65 people shot, 10 of 
them fatally A sliver of West Englewood 
that is in the adjoining Chicago Lawn police 
district experienced one of those shootings, 
where a man was wounded. 

It’s unclear why the Englewood district ex- 
perienced such relative calm. No one took the 
upbeat results as a long-term victory over the 
significant challenges there. 

On West 75th Street and South Stewart 
Avenue, a group of mothers in bright pink T- 
shirts set up a grill Friday and invited passers- 
by to share a hot dog or a piece of barbecue. 
They sat on the corners in lawn chairs chat- 
ting with residents and poking their noses in 
the goings-on around them all weekend. For 
the grassroots group Mothers Against Sense- 
less Killings, just being there was a strategy to 


stop the killing, said Tamar Manasseh, who 
founded the group. 

Manasseh, 37, and her band of nine moth- 
ers don’t live in Englewood. But they heard 
there was going to be a retaliation shooting 
related to a homicide and jumped into action 
last week. The women said they use their nur- 
turing and motherly instincts to connect with 
the young boys and alleged gang members 
they encounter. 

Every half-hour they’d walk in groups 
around an eight-block radius. By Monday 
morning, they were rejoicing. 

“With all hell breaking loose everywhere 
else in the city it felt good to know nothing was 
happening here,” Manasseh said. “This is the 
place where it was supposed to happen, but it 
didn’t, and I’d like to believe it’s because we are 
out here. It feels really good to know you did 
something to help and it may have worked.” 


More cops 

Chicago police boosted their presence, and 
mothers and ministers, as well as others, 
were out in force in an effort to stem violence. 

Digits 

This year, Chicago police extended the 
shifts of thousands of officers from 8V2 to 
12 hours, allowing more officers to work on 
the street than usual. If they weren’t sitting 
at intersections or moving slowly through 
the blocks, they were elsewhere in the 
neighborhoods. 

Resoiving conf iict 

The Target Area Development Corp. received 
a $400,000 grant to train residents on 
conflict resolution and how to manage 
emotional and tense confrontations. The 
organization used the money to pay 
300 residents to spend the weekend walking 
blocks, checking in on gatherings and 
spreading a message to keep the guns down.

Wouldn’t it be funny 
if Donald Trump and 
the wildly popular 
feminist comedian 
Amy Schumer joined 
forces and ran on the 
same presidential 
ticket in 2016? 

Abu might not 
think this duo has 
much in common, but they certainly share 
similar views about Mexicans. Joking or not, 
both draw on shared cultural stereotypes and 
use dehumanizing language that gives life to 
an ecosystem of racial fear and violence. 

On June 16, Trump announced his run 
for the presidency In his speech, he called 
Mexicans drug dealers and rapists. Mexico is 
“not our friend, believe me,” the real estate 
mogul said. “The U.S. has become a dumping 
ground for everybody else’s problems.” 

Two weeks later. The Guardian published a 
piece calling out Schumer’s “shockingly large 
blind spot around race.” It cited Schumer’s 
stint as the MTV Movie Awards host, where 
she joked that Latina women are “crazy” In 
one of her stand-up routines, Schumer also 
says, “Nothing works 100 percent of the 
time, except Mexicans.” In another bit, she 
blithely told an audience that Latino men 
are rapists. “I used to date Hispanic guys, but 
now I prefer consensual.” (Schumer tweeted 
an apology Monday afternoon regarding 
these types of jokes, saying, “I am evolving 
as any artist. I am taking responsibility and 
hope I haven’t hurt anyone.”) 

Schumer responded to this criticism by 
explaining that she likes pretending to be 
an “irreverent idiot” who says “the dumbest 
things possible.” 

“Playing with race is a thing we are not 
supposed to do, which is what makes it so 
fun for comics,” she wrote. “You can call it 
a ‘blind spot for racism’ or ‘laz/ but you are 
wrong. It is a joke and it is funny I know 
because people laugh at it.” 

A blind spot is not finding humor in the 
systemic exploitation of Mexican workers. A 


blind spot is not making jokes that depict La- 
tina women as crazy Nor is it a laughing matter 
for a white woman to suggest that Mexicans, 
or other men of color, are natural-born rapists. 

Several people have rushed to her defense, 
arguing that Schumer can’t be racist because 
she doesn’t intend to be. But the motivation 
of the joke-teller and what compels laughter 
is not at issue. What matters is the costs and 
consequences of these “jokes” to those being 
objectified. 

Racial jokes allow white America to claim 
that race no longer matters, even as there’s 
talk whizzing in every direction about how 
blacks and Latinos are outbreeding whites, 
are criminals and welfare queens, are “steal- 
ing jobs” and victimizing whites through 
affirmative action policies and denying them 
the right to use the N-word. 

America’s soil of racism is fed by jokes and 
incendiary speeches, by stereotypical images 
and symbols like the Confederate flag. Just as 
Rush Limbaugh, Trump and other members 
of the Republican Party regularly disparage 
people of color and claim they are simply tell- 
ing the truth, Schumer can use comedy as a 
protective shroud to deny the harm and hurt 
caused by her jokes. 

This rhetoric isn’t just ugly It contributes 
to a worldview that justifies a broken im- 
migration system, mass incarceration and 
divestment from inner-city communities, 
that rationalizes inequality and buttresses 
persistent segregation and violence. 

Comedy has always played an instrumental 
role in advancing social justice, in pushing so- 
ciety to look into the mirror, to reflect on the 
inconsistencies and contradictions. Schumer 
herself has shined a spotlight on rape culture, 
misogyny and sexism. But when it comes to 
race, she betrays this tradition. Blind or not, 
joking or not, Schumer used her stage to play 
and profit off race while people of color are 
bearing the brunt of racial violence.

Hot on the trail 


Park District moving forward on project 
to buiid bridge, trail on Northwest Side

A month after The 6o6 elevated rails-to- trails 
project opened, plans are moving forward on 
another trail project on the Northwest Side. 

Plans call for a bridge crossing over the 
North Branch of the Chicago River and a 
multiuse trail on the east bank of the river 
underneath Addison Street, near California 
Avenue, to connect existing trails for cyclists, 
runners and pedestrians between two parks. 

Those two parks are California Park, north 
of Addison Street, and Clark Park, south of 
Addison Street. 

At its Wednesday meeting, the Chicago Park 
District board is expected to OK a lease with 
the Metropolitan Water Reclamation District, 
which owns the property along the Chicago 
River, for the development of the path. 

Construction is expected to begin next 
spring on the Addison Underbridge Connec- 
tion to allow bikes and people to safely con- 
tinue along the trail without having to cross 
busy streets, according to the Chicago De- 
partment of Transportation. 

Once completed by CDOT, a continuous 
riverfront trail will stretch for roughly 2 miles

Language, culture still 
a barrier for many Latin 
American ballplayers

Six years ago, Starlin Castro said he felt virtu- 
ally trapped in Chicago. 

The Cubs shortstop didn’t know how to 
order food from a restaurant. He and several 
of his friends, also from the Dominican Re- 
public, did not know how to call for a taxi. 
Remaining in their apartments often seemed 
the best option. 

Since then, Castro has worked hard to 
speak and understand English. 

“It is very important to speak English, es- 
pecially at this level,” said Castro, 25. “That 
is the first thing that my agent [Paul Kinzer] 
told me when I came here. ... It is not easy” 

Learning to hit a nasty curveball, field well 
consistently and run the bases intelligently is 
daunting enough for ballplayers new to the 
big leagues. Imagine the added burden of 
learning a new language, assimilating into a 
different culture and trying to communicate 
with English-speaking teammates while leav- 
ing behind family and friends from your na- 
tive country 

Yes, the players make millions playing the 
game that translates similarly in almost any 
country But that does not make their every- 
day life transition any easier. 

Major League Baseball also boasts players 
from Japan, South Korea, Germany Italy and 
the Netherlands. But the Dominican Repub- 
lic, Venezuela and Cuba dominate today’s 
rosters. 

Ballclubs place a premium on international 
players speaking English to communicate 
with their teammates, coaches and manager. 
And the teams’ marketing departments have 
more opportunities to showcase their star 
players. There is also less chance of miscom- 
munication when being interviewed. 

White Sox slugger Jose Abreu won the 
American League Rookie of the Year award 
last season at 27 after arriving from Cuba. He 
is trying to learn English, but it hasn’t been 
easy 

“I know there is a process. I am trying to 
capture some words here and there,” Abreu 





lish-speaking endorsements, Abreu is in no 
hurry Meanwhile, he has been involved in nu- 
merous charity events throughout Chicago. 

Kinzer, who also represents Cubs outfield- 
er Junior Lake and Brewers veteran Aramis 
Ramirez, said the language barrier can exac- 
erbate cultural differences and create misun- 
derstanding. 

“Some of the guys who don’t speak [Eng- 
lish] and understand it ... well, they go back 
home, they go to their apartment, they don’t 
interact,” Kinzer said. “Starlin, Junior Lake 
and Aramis ... they worked hard to develop 
the communication and they feel comfort- 
able going out to eat, going out anywhere they 
can communicate. 

‘And then some other guys who never 
picked it up as well ... they aren’t bad people, 
but some people think they are aloof It is just 
a communication problem.” 

Sox pitcher Jose Quintana said he feels an 
obligation to improve his English. 

“It is really important for me because it is 
my job,” he said. “It is reaUy good for me to 
speak with my teammates, coaches and every- 
body ... Every day I learn more. I watch TV 
with the subtitles, and that helps me a lot.” 

Abreu added: ‘Anybody can speak Spanish, 
but English is more difficult.”

On film as in life, addiction is not easily shaken

established icons Beyonce, Foo Fighters, Rihanna,JayZ and Justin Timberlake. 
Winehouse, a recovering drug addict who has been denied a U.S. visa and thus is 
unable to attend the ceremony, watches from a club in her native England as Tony 
Bennett, one of her idols, reads her name. “Rehab” has won. The stunned look on 
Winehouse’s face is priceless. Yet not long after, she’s backstage with her old friend 
Juliette Ashby, whom she tells, “Jules, this is so boring without drugs.” 


It’s a scene from Amy” the documentary 
opening Friday that focuses on Winehouse, 
who died of alcohol poisoning in 2011 at age 27. 
But it could be taken from any number of big- 


screen presentations of addiction. They’re 
omnipresent. In fact, Amy” is the fourth in 
four months, following “Desert Dancer” in 
April, the Chicago-made Animals” in May 


and “Heaven Knows 
What” in June. In a 
couple of weeks, ad- 
diction also will play 
a part in “Southpaw,” 
starring Jake Gyllen- 
haal. The examples are 
so endless, actually 
that no piece on Hol- 
lywood’s representa- 
tion of the subject will 
include everything. 

When recalling notable addiction stories, 
it’s hard not to think of Renton (Ewan Mc- 
Gregor) emerging from a toilet where he 
was searching for pills in “Trainspotting”; of 
Ben’s (Nicolas Cage) drinking becoming so 


compulsively routine that his life becomes an 
almost out-of-body experience in “Leaving 
Las Vegas”; of a former addict (Juliette Lewis) 
looking down on Jim (Leonardo DiCaprio), 
a former basketball star who looked down 
on her before he became an addict himself, 
in “The Basketball Diaries”; of Ray Charles 
(Jamie Foxx) struggling to prevent his career 
and personal life from succumbing to his 
heroin habit in “Ray”; of the almost indiffer- 
ent viewing habits of porn- and sex-addicted 
Brandon (Michael Fassbender) in “Shame”; 
of Bob (Matt Dillon) pulling off a big score 
but already looking for more in “Drugstore 
Cowboy”; and, arguably most haunting, of a 
variety of addicts (Jared Leto, Jennifer Con- 
nelly, Marlon Wayans, Ellen Burstyn) pushed 
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We can’t give up on people. We have to 
keep them alive long enough to hope 
that they get the miracle to get {them out 

of addiction}.”

to lonely degrading extremes in “Requiem 
for a Dream.” To name just a few 

It may seem like it’s all been done. David 
Dastmalchian (“The Dark Knight,” the up- 
coming Wnt-Man”), the Kansas City Kan.- 
native star of Wnimals” who wrote the film 
inspired by his five years of opiate addiction 
in the late ’qos/early ’oos while living in Chi- 
cago, wanted the film to be informed by the 
day-to-day detail of his experiences, not mis- 
leading cliches. 

“There’s always a series of shots that you 
see that almost fetishize or glorify the cook- 
ing process — the spoon, the needle, the liq- 
uid, the firing of that,” he says. “There’s a kind 
of stylized approach to that that doesn’t really 
ring very true to me. It’s never a very glorious 
or beautiful experience. Even when I was very 
excited about the result of what was going to 
come from cooking, even early in my addic- 
tion when I’d be cooking up something, that 
in the moment to me was always fraught with 
an incredible degree of tension and stress. Be- 
cause you can’t screw it up. And I feel like I 
saw that portrayed in times in my life in ways 
that were almost like out of a music video, 
which was a little bit frustrating.” 

He adds that drug dealers are often 
presented as caricatures, which 
wasn’t what he observed while 
buying drugs in an area bor- 
dered by Washington Boulevard, 

Roosevelt Road and Western and 
Kedzie avenues. 

“In my experience drug dealers 
are generally, especially when I was 
buying drugs on the West Side of 
Chicago, very smart, wonderful 
human beings who happened 
to have fallen into a particu- 
lar life that I had,” he says. 

“In real life, {dealers are] 
just human beings that are 
living in a set of circum- 
stances that that was their 


trade, and I was their customer.” 

The movie’s sense of Jude (Dastmalchian) 
and Bobbie (Kim Shaw) wasting their oppor- 
tunities is seen in countless addiction films, 
from the 1946 Best Picture winner “The Lost 
Weekend” (sample lines: “I’ve got to know 
that it’s around, that I can have it if I need it,” 
and “I’m not a drinker; I’m a drunk”) to both 
versions of “The Gambler,” in which a gam- 
bling addict (James Caan in the original, Mark 
Wahlberg in the remake) from a wealthy 
family seems intent on squandering 
the money and other advantages he 
has going for him. While these sto- 
ries are often difficult to watch, it’s 
more important to be realistic than 
depressing, says Paul Booth, associ- 
ate professor of media and cinema 
studies at DePaul. “Or maybe even 
authentic would be a better 
word. All movies, while 
they appear to [pres- 
ent] reality to us, 
they’re versions 
of reality Or 
they’re some- 
one’s vision 
of real- 
And 


they’re [not] necessarily realistic despite the 
fact that we think they are,” says Booth, who 
would like to see more films about technology 
addiction. “Movies about addiction, if they 
don’t resonate with our experiences or our 
interpretation of what they should be or how 
they should be about it, will come across as 
inauthentic and therefore less meaningful.” 

Consider, for example, the minimal conse- 
quences of Jon’s (Joseph Gordon-Levitt) porn 
addiction in “Donjon” or the superficial view 
of Whip’s (Denzel Washington) numerous 
addictions in “Flight.” These are outliers; the 
movies usually show extremes partly because, 
as Booth says, “Film’s about drama and sell- 
ing tickets and entertaining us. We rarely see 
stories with people that say ‘I want to try co- 
caine this once and it was OK! And I didn’t do 
it again.’ That’s not a very compelling story, 
so we don’t see it. But I suspect that happens 
more often than we think.” 

Indeed it does, according to Kellie Rice, 
a psychologist specializing in addiction at 
Working Sobriety Chicago, an intensive out- 
patient treatment center that works with 
people dealing with addictions and compul- 
sive behaviors.

“There’s so many functioning addicts 
that are doing good enough to get by but re- 
ally suffering in a lot of areas in their life, but 
they’re not curled up in the alley sweating or 
prostituting themselves,” she says, pointing 
to series such as “Shameless” and even “The 
Real Housewives of Beverly Hills” as examples 
of deeper examinations of the long process of 
battling addiction. (Via email. Rice defined ad- 
diction as “any kind of chemical dependency 
or compulsive behavior that you experience 
as unmanageable.”) She gives an example of 
something “boring and annoying,” like an 
uncle who throws a drunken fit every year at 
Christmas. “That’s not a fun story, but that’s 
actually more realistic,” she says. “It’s hard to 
portray that in a movie that’s an hour and a half 
long.” 

It is. Some depictions, like the alcoholism 
in “Smashed” and sex addiction in “Thanks for 
Sharing,” feel vulnerable and credible about 
codependency, powerlessness and the difficul- 
ties of making a change. 

Both Booth and Rice note that addiction 
sometimes fills avoid but always numbs things, 
something seen throughout “Amy” as Wine- 
house, a longtime bulimic, copes with stress 
related to her family her relationship with 
Blake Fielder-Civil and her career. But Dast- 
malchian, someone who’s been there and back 
personally emphasizes the need for stories to 
show that recovery is possible with the right 
support system, no matter how frequently re- 
covery fails. 

“There’s the message, if anything, for Ani- 
mals’: It’s ‘Don’t give up on people,’ ” he says. 
“We can’t give up on people. We have to keep 
them alive long enough to hope that they get 
the miracle to get {them out of addiction}.” 

It’s the opposite of Winehouse’s father 
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David Dastmalchian 
on how addiction feels 

“Imagine if someone put you in an iron 
iung or a sieeping bag that fits aii the 
way over your head and there is no way 
that you can see out of it. You can’t see 
more than two feet around yourseives. 
And you and your needs and your physi- 
cai and psychoiogicai needs that have 
been tricked by that chemicai, by that 
addiction, are the center, the end and the 
beginning of your universe. And that is a 
psychoiogicai state of mind that is very 
difficuit for peopie who [aren’t deaiing 
with that] to comprehend. What it ieads 
to is the utmost forms of seifishness in 
the true sense of the word, of seif-de- 
struction, whatever-it-takes-to-get-weii 
mentaiity. And even the most weii-raised, 
weii-educated, weii-adjusted, weii- 
meaning peopie can faii prey to it. And 
by the way, it’s [bieepling heii. If ‘Dante’s 
Inferno’ had one level deeper, I think it 
wouid be being an addict in the depth of 
addiction. ... Here I am aimost 13 years 
out of that iife, I can sit here and go, ‘How 
the [bieep] did I ever think iike that?’ But I 
did, and that’s aii anybody needs to know 
whenever they’re thinking about the 
peopie that we’re trying to hopefuiiy get 
to come back out of that iife who are out 
there to this day.” 


alarmingly noting, “It’s Amy’s responsibility 
to get herself well,” more recalling a statement 
from Bennett toward the end of ‘Amy” that 
registers as far wiser than her father’s com- 
ment: “Life teaches you how to live it,” Ben- 
nett says. “If you can live long enough.”
